I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Anti-Tuberculosis  Work  in  Walsall  during  the  year  1919. 

Released  from  Military  Service  towards  the  end  of  February,  I  took 
up  my  civil  duties  as  Tuberculosis  Officer  to  the  County  Boroughs  of 
Walsall  and  West  Bromwich  in  March.  On  August  1st,  arrangements 
having  been  made  to  that  end  with  the  West  Bromwich  Town  Council, 
I  became  full  time  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Borough  of  Walsall.  On  the  same  date  I  took  over  the 
Medical  Superintendency  of  Pelsall  Hall  Sanatorium  from  Dr.  Martin, 
to  whom,  as  to  all  my  colleagues,  I  am  indebted  for  the  able  way  in 
which  they  carried  on  my  work  in  my  absence. 

As  I  have  shown  in  my  report,  a  full  scheme  for  dealing  with 
Tuberculosis,  its  prevention  and  cure,  is  gradually  nearing  com¬ 
pletion.

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PART  1. 

REVIEW  OF  THE  PROGRESS  MADE. 


1. — General  Survey. 

The  notifications  of  both  the  Pulmonary  and  Non -Pulmonary 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  past  year  show  an  increase  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1918,  there  being  notified  283  cases  of  Pulmonary  and 
66  cases  of  Other  Forms  of  the  disease,  as  against  213  and  34  res¬ 
pectively  in  1918.  It  has  to  be  recorded,  however,  that  notification 
gives  no  true  indication  as  to  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  that 
actually  exists,  for  each  year  deaths  of  persons  not  previously  notified, 
are  reported  as  being  due  to  Tuberculosis.

The  notifications,  however,  show  a  striking  increase  in  the  num¬ 
bers  of  Non-Pulmonary  disease.  There  has  been  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Glandular  Tuberculosis  ;  this  fact  impressed 
me  soon  after  my  return  to  civil  duties,  and  the  number  of  cases  in  chil¬ 
dren  I  have  since  seen  at  the  Dispensary  confirms  this.  x\nd  the 
cause  Lack  of  essential  food  stuffs  during  the  last  two  years  of  Avar, 
especially  of  certain  vital  fat  elements  ;  there  has  been  a  shortage1  of 
sugar  and  milk,  both  of  the  first  importance  to  children.  Our  milk 
supply  is,  even  yet,  far  too  casual,  impure  milk,  germ-laden  milk  can 
be  sold  without  hindrance,  and,  unfortunately  for  the  children,  many 
mothers,  under  the  belief  that  boiled  milk  has  lost  its  nourishment, 
prefer  to  let  their  children  run  the  risk  of  developing  Tuberculosis  rather 
than  give  them  milk  which  has  been  rendered  safe. 

There  has  again  to  be  recorded  a  decrease  in  the  mortality  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  109  deaths  being  reported  from  this  cause, 
as  against  131  in  1918  ;  deaths  from  other  forms  of  the  disease  remain- 
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ing  the  same,  namely  31.  The  death  rate  has  accordingly  fallen  from 
1.49  to  1.17  per  1,000  living.  This  decrease  is  particularly  gratifying 
and  is  even  greater  than  would  appear,  for  of  the  109  deaths,  14  took 
place  in  Asylums  for  the  Insane. 

In  spite  of  the  Overcrowding — and  overcrowding  from  a  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer’s  point  of  view,  at  least,  has  probably  never  been  worse — 
and  in  spite  of  the  bad  housing  conditions,  the  death  rate  has  fallen. 
To  balance  these  two — the  chief  evils — there  has  been  during  the  past 
year  a  relaxation  of  war  strain,  a  greater  freedom  from  worry,  there 
have  been  better  wages  and  less  or  no  overtime.  Of  even  greater  im¬ 
portance  than  overcrowding  in  the  spread  of  the  disease,  is  the  custom 
of  “  passing  on  ”  of  infected  clothes  and  the  lack  of  proper  disinfection 
of  bed  clothes. 

2.  — Sanatorium  Accommodation. 

The  provision  of  a  new  pavilion  of  12  beds  at  Pelsall  Hall  Sana¬ 
torium  brings  the  number  of  beds  available  at  the  Sanatorium  up  to 
37.  This  Pavilion  was  opened  on  October  31st  by  Alderman  Sir  Edward 
Holden,  and  was  provided  chiefly  to  meet  the  needs  of  Ex-Service  men. 

3.  — Open  Air  School. 

A  further  stage  in  the  completion  of  the  Anti- Tuberculosis 
Scheme  was  reached  when  an  Open-Air  School  with  accommodation 
for  50  children  was  provided  by  the  Education  Committee.  The  value 
of  the  Open  Air  School  was  quickly  realised,  not  only  by  the  parents 
of  the  selected  children,  but  by  all  those  who  have  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  children  sent  here. 

4.  — After  Care  Committee. 

This  has  now  been  reconstituted  under  the  Town  Council, 
and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  being  made  for 
re -commencing  this  important  part  of  the  work. 

From  the  time  of  the  inauguration  of  the  After  Care  Committee 
in  1916,  the  Walsall  and  District  Allied  War  Aid  Committee  and  the 
Mayor’s  After  War  Fund  Committee  were  the  main  sources  from 
which  funds  were  derived,  and  when,  in  March,  1919,  the  Mayor’s  After 
War  Fund  Committee  could  no  longer  see  their  way  to  make  any 
further  grants  of  money,  the  After-Care  activities  were  brought  to  a 
standstill. 

During  the  months  of  January  and  February,  however,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  grants  were  made  : — •

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Attendances  at  the  Dispensary. 


During  the  year  the  Dispensary  has  been  open  on  three  after¬ 
noons,  two  mornings  and  one  evening  per  week.  The  session  on  Wed¬ 
nesday  morning  is  reserved  as  far  as  possible  for  the  examination  of  new 
or  special  eases.  In  May,  a  third  nurse  was  appointed  to  the  staff,  thus 
enabling  a  good  deal  of  extra  Home  Visiting  to  be  done. 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  suppurating  cervical  glands 
which  were  coming  to  the  Dispensary,  it  was  decided  to  have  those 
dressings  done  under  supervision  at  the  Dispensary.  A  large  number 
of  those  have  been  treated  with  a  new  preparation  of  “  Picric -Brass  ” 
with  very  satisfactory  results.  Since  April,  1919,  1,043  surgical  dress¬ 
ings  have  been  done  by  the  nurses  at  the  Dispensary. 

The  following  Table  III.  has  been  compiled  to  show  the  large 
increase  in  the  glandular  type  of  infection  which  has  taken  place  during 
the  last  five  years.

Ex-Service  Men. 

During  the  year  144  ex-Service  Men  were  examined  at  the 
Dispensary,  the  majority  of  those  being  sent  by  the  Pensions  Boards 
for  examination  and  report. 
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Tuberculosis  was  excluded  in  57  cases,  whilst  in  87  cases  there 
was  clinical  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  or  of  Fibrosis.  In  15  cases  Tubercle 
Bacilli  were  present  in  the  sputum. 


Of  the  total,  31  gave  a  history  of  “  Gassing,”  in  only  six  of  these 
have  Tubercle  Bacilli  been  found  in  the  sputum,  whilst  in  10  cases  no 
evidence  of  any  pulmonary  change  was  detected.  Adding  cases  ob¬ 
served  in  previous  years,  our  Dispensary  Records  show  a  total  of  40 
ex -soldiers  who  have  complained  of  “  Gassing,”  but  in  only  10  cases 
have  Tubercle  Bacilli  been  found  afterwards  in  the  sputum.  In  at  least 
4  cases  Tubercle  Bacilli  have  disappeared  after  treatment  in  the 
Sanatorium.

Home  Visits. 

During  the  year  the  Nurses  paid  382  first  visits  and  5,312  re¬ 
visits  to  the  homes  of  patients.  In  addition  to  all  notified  cases  being 
visited,  the  homes  of  patients  under  observation,  as  “  Suspect,”  at  the 
Dispensary,  are  visited  and  useful  advice  given.  Many  serious  cases  of 
overcrowding  have  been  met  with,  in  some  cases  re-arrangement  of 
beds  and  bedrooms  have  been  advised,  and  the  difficulties  overcome  in 
that  way,  but  in  too  many  cases  the  remedy  has  not  been  found  so  simple 
and  the  evil  remains. 
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A  few  typical  cases  are  given  : — 

Case  1. — A  four-roomed  house  containing  two  bedrooms,  kitchen 
and  living  room,  also  used  as  a  bedroom.  In  this  house  there  are 
nine  adults  and  three  children  under  14.  Two  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  and  several  “  suspects.” 

Case  2.-  -A  three-roomed  house,  with  no  '‘Trough  ventilation,  two 
bedrooms.  Three  adults  and  six  chil :  en  ranging  from  13  years 
to  two  months. 

Case  3. — A  two -roomed  house — five  adults  and  two  children. 

Case  4. — A  five-roomed  house,  with  three  bedrooms.  Two  families 
in  occupation  ;  Patient,  an  ex-soldier,  and  his  wife,  with  seven 
children  ;  patient’s  brother  and  his  wife  with  four  children — 
making  a  total  of  fifteen  in  all. 

Case  5. — A  four-roomed  house  with  two  bedrooms  and  with  the 
living  room  converted  into  a  bedroom.  In  this  house,  in  addition 
to  the  father,  mother,  two  children  and  the  grandmother,  are 
two  aunts  whose  husbands  are  at  present  on  service,  one  aunt 
with  two  children  and  the  other  with  three  children. 

Case  6. — A  somewhat  different  type  of  case.  One  living  room  and 
two  bedrooms.  In  this  house  there  lived  the  patient — a  widower, 
and  his  daughter  of  16.  With  him  there  lived  his  father-in-law 
and  mother-in-law,  with  their  two. daughters,  each  of  whom  had 
a  child.  The  house  was  exceedingly  dirty:  there  was  only  one 
bed,  the  rest  of  the  furniture  consisted  of  a  table,  a  few  chairs 
and  a  couch.  Into  this  house  for  at  least  twelve  months  there 
had  been  going  the  sum  of  £4  per  week.  The  patient  was  per¬ 
suaded  to  go  into  hospital,  where  he  died  some  months  later. 

On  the  whole  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  homes  is  exceed¬ 
ingly  good  ;  the  conditions  met  with  being  set  out  in  the  following 
table  : —

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So  f £  ir  as  sleeping  accommodation  is  concerned,  the  visits  of  the 
nurses  revealed  a  much  more  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.  In  only 
73  cases  was  a  separate  bed-room  provided,  whilst  in  63  cases,  although 
a  separate  bed  was  available,  others  slept  in  the  same  room  ;  in  29 
cases,  one  other  ;  in  20  cases,  two  others  ;  in  10  cases,  three  others  ; 
and  in  4  cases  four  others  slept  in  the  same  room  as  the  patient.  In  130 
cases  the  patient  had  to  share  the  same  bed  as  other  members  of  the 
family,  one  in  86  cases,  two  in  54  cases,  three  in  10  cases. 

In  83  cases  overcrowding  was  very  marked,  it  having  been 
quite  common  to  find  four,  five  and  even  six  people  sharing  a  small 
bedroom  with  our  patient.

Sanatorium  Treatment. 

The  accommodation  available  at  Pelsall  Hall  Sanatorium 
at  the  beginning  of  1919  consisted  of  20  beds  in  the  Hall  with  four 
Open-Air  Chalets  in  the  grounds.  This  number  was  increased  by 
the  addition  of  five  more  Chalets. 

In  May  a  start  was  made  with  the  building  of  a  new  pavilion  of 
12  beds  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  ex-Serviee  men.  This  Pavilion  was 
opened  by  Sir  Edward  Holden  on  October  31st,  and  was  at  once  in  full 
occupation.  A  re-arrangement  of  wards  in  the  Hall  and  of  beds  was 
then  made,  and  we  now  have  accommodation  for  12  female  patients 
and  25  male  patients. 

On  January  1st  there  were  11  male  and  6  female  patients  in 
residence. 


During  the  year  67  males  and  28  females  have  been  admitted, 
and  53  males  and  21  females  have  been  discharged.  Six  deaths  took 
place  (3  males  and  3  females).  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained 
22  males  and  10  females.  Of  the  admissions,  52  were  ex-Serviee  men. 
In  28  of  the  male  cases  and  in  15  of  the  female,  tubercle  bacilli  were 
found  in  the  sputum. 

In  addition  to  cases  sent  to  Pelsall  Hall,  6  ex-Service  men  were 
sent  to  other  Sanatoria  by  the  Insurance  Committee,  the  expenses  being 
paid  by  the  Ministry  of  Pensions.

No  provision  has  as  yet  been  made  for  the  residential  treat¬ 
ment  of  children  suffering  from  the  various  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 
Such  accommodation  is  absolutely  essential  ;  children  are  so  amenable 
to  treatment,  and  the  satisfactory  results  which  can  with  assurance 
be  prophesied  would  speedily  justify  the  capital  expenditure  incurred. 

A  special  report  dealing  with  the  extension  of  the  Sanatorium 
for  the  purpose  of  treating  children  was  prepared  in  December  for 
presentation  to  the  Health  Committee  and  is  at  the  present  time  under 
consideration.

Deaths. 


During  the  year  there  were  109  deaths  recorded  as  dying  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  31  from  other  forms  of  the  disease. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  shows  a 
marked  decrease  from  the  previous  year,  when  131  deaths  from  this 
cause  were  recorded.  The  Death  Kate  has  accordingly  fallen  from 
1.49  to  1.17  per  1,000  living.  Of  the  total,  14  deaths  occurred  in 
Lunatic  Asylums. 

It  is  to  be  regretted,  now  that  accommodation  is  available  for 
the  early  cases  of  Tuberculosis  who  do  respond  to  treatment,  that 
notification  is  neglected  in  so  many  cases  :  50  per  cent,  of  the  Pul¬ 
monary  Cases  were  either  not  notified  at  all  or  were  notified  only  a  few 
weeks  before  death,  and  of  the  Non-Pulmonary  forms,  nearly  75  per  cent, 
of  the  deaths  come  within  the  same  category.
